Standing as an innocent § spectator, 
this hitherto unknown man, finds him- 
self seized out of all that excited 
throng, and compelled to carry the 
cross of the Spotiess One on His way 
to Calvary, 

“During His ministry .Christ once 
said: ‘If any man will come after me, 
let ‘him take up his cross and follow 
me.’ But this cross was not given to 
Simon by Jesus.
